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REPORT OF THE TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSISTANTS ASSOCIATION 
Boston, Massachusetts, August 4-7, 1947

Fulfillment,” seems to be the watchword of the twenty-third annual 
meeting of the American Dental Assistants Association. Plans completed, 
promises realized. The long-deferred meeting in Boston, originally sched- 
uled for 1942 had, at long last, come to pass, with a full scientific meeting, 
clinics in the exhibit hall, an outstanding exhibit booth, full House of Dele- 
gates meeting and all that goes with a complete meeting. Much has been 
accomplished since that last full meeting in Houston, Texas, in 1941; hard 
work, slow work; plans made and discarded for other plans; now we could 
sit down and reason together; to find that the years that had elapsed since 
1941 had been fruitful years; we can go on from here to better things, to 
higher purposes; for there is still much to be done; this present “fulfillment” 
is only the beginning; but there is the satisfied feeling that we are on 
the way. 

The first meeting of the Board of Trustees was called for Saturday 
evening, August 2nd. First intimation of our growth in the past years was 
the announcement that the membership of the ADAA is now 5,160, with 
4] directly affiliated State Societies and 170 local groups. Arkansas and 
Michigan are new State Societies. The reports of the District Trustees gave 
us a real thrill and made us marvel at how a girl, working as a full-time 
Dental Assistant could accomplish so much in time out of the office; but 
the achievements of the Officers, Trustees and Committees is the story of 
the progress of the American Dental Assistants Association. 

The first meeting of the House of Delegates opened on Monday atfter- 
noon, August 4th, with 64 delegates, 26 alternates, 136 members, 19 
non-members and 2 guests present. Following the call to order, by Presi- 
dent Sharp and roll-call by the General Secretary came the appointment of 
necessary reference committees, report of the rules committee and the re- 
ports of Officers, Standing and Special Committees. This is always a 
time-consuming session, but is a true picture of the work accomplished 
during the year. 

The second House of Delegates was called to order on Tuesday, 
August 5th at 2:00 P. M. Following the report of the Board of Trustees, 
with nominations for Standing Committees came the reports of Reference 
Committees; this was the green light, to go ahead with the careful con- 
sideration of recommendations brought in by officers, committee chairmen 
and trustees, the latter at this time bringing in any recommendations from 
their state societies. These recommendations were disposed of, as follows: 

Recommendations from the President's Report: 

That the ADAA Curricula Committee be abolished and its work as- 
sumed by the Education Committee. Adopted. 

That Article V, Section 1, Officers and Their Election, be amended 
by adding after the word, ‘Treasurer’ the words, “and Parliamentarian” 
so that the section will read: The elected officers of The American Dental 
Assistants Association shall be a President, First, Second and Third Vice 
Presidents, a General Secretary, Treasurer and Parliamentarian. 
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This recommendation was changed to read, "a Parliamentarian shall 
be appointed by the President. She shall be a member of the ADAA when 
possible, and shall be appointed to serve until her successor shall be ap- 
pointed,’ and instead of becoming an amendment will become Standing 
Rule No. 8, of the Constitutional By-Laws of the ADAA. 

Further recommendations from the President's report that the extension 
fund assistance of $50.00 to each Trustee submitting acceptable outline for 
work within respective districts be continued for the coming year, and 
that the sum of $100.00 to be used for extension purposes be given the 
President, were referred to the Board for a later report. These recom- 
mendations were adopted by the House of Delegates with the adoption of 
the Budget. 

Recommendation from the First Vice-President’s Report, ‘That the prac- 
tice of presenting clinics at the ADAA meetings on a competitive basis be 
resumed, and the Trophies now in the possession of the ADAA be awarded 
to the clinicians, who, in the opinion of the judges, meet the requirements 
and are most outstanding.” This recommendation was adopted. 

From the report of the Education Committee: 

That the ADAA and all affiliated groups continue to discourage com- 
mercial training of the dental assistant. Adopted. 

That the ADAA and affiliated groups continue to petition Presidents 
of Universities having Dental Schools, the Dental Profession and Dental 
Societies and to utilize every opportunity to further the plan for a course 
of training in recognized Dental Colleges. Adopted. 

That the Extension Course of 6 months, 2 evenings a week, as outlined 
and submitted by the Education Committee be the preparatory course of 
study for Certification Examinations. Referred to Certification Committee, 
and adopted with that report. 

That the degree, ‘Dental Nurse’ be the goal of the ADAA Education 
Committee, such degree to be awarded at the conclusion of a 3 year 
course of study, the first year of which would be similar to a medical nurse's 
first year of study, the second and third year specializing in all dental 
subjects, all or a large part of the training to be given in Dental Schools. 
This recommendation was tabled. 

From the Relief Fund Committee 
1. That the sum of $100 be transferred from the Fund’s General Fund to 
the Revolving Fund. 
2. That the sum of $375 be invested in a Government Saving Bond. 


3. That Rule 8 be amended by substituting: “It must then be approved 
(application for grant for relief) by the General Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Dental Assistants Association’, for: “it is then forwarded to the 
Secretary of the ADAA for the sanction of the Board of Trustees.” It 
will then read: ‘When the application is accepted by the Juliette A. 
Southard Relief Fund Committee it must then be approved by the Presi- 
dent and General Secretary of the American Dental Assistants Asso- 
ciation.” 


4, That the summary of contributions by States be published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Dental Assistants Association. 


5. That the Rules and Regulations of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund 
be brought up to date and printed in pamphlet form so that they may 
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be distributed with other ADAA literature at state and other meet- 

ings where the ADAA is represented, and that a copy of the revised 

Rules and Regulations be sent to all affiliated societies for their files. 

These recommendations were adopted. 

Recommendations from the Pin Committee: 

That each local and state society be requested to appoint a Pin Chair- 
man. Adopted. 

That individual membership lists be checked as to the number of pins 
held by members, the eligibility of the owners, and that pins held by in- 
active members be purchased from owners if they want to sell them, there- 
by making future Pin Drives directed to members not wearing pins and not 
the membership as a group. Tabled. 

That a definite fund be allotted the Pin Committee for annual pin sales 
promotion. Tabled. 

That it be suggested to the societies that the Pine Sale Drive be incor- 
porated with a drive for the sale of the Official Cap. Adopted. 

That the sale of the emblem Pin be restricted to members of at least 
six months standing. Tabled. 

That a committee be appointed to investigate the cost of enlarging 
our Pin and that the findings be published in our Journal. Postponed in- 
definitely. 


That a history of the Pin and Cap be compiled for publication. Adopted. 


From the J. A. S. Birthday Party Committee 

That October 15 be set as a definite date for all contributions to be 
sent to the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund. 

That societies be requested to mark their contributions with the date 
of the year they are contributing to, because some societies do not have 
sufficient funds to contribute each year. 

Both of the above recommendations were rejected. 


Recommendations From State and Local Societies 

Louisiana D. A. Assn.: 
That Trustees serve more than 3 years. (Societies are just beginning 
to know the Trustee when her term expires.) Action postponed indefi- 
nitely. 

New Orleans D. A. Assn.: 
That some decision or program be reached on the Plan for Certification. 
(See Recommendations from the Certification Committee.) 

Tampa D. A. Assn.: 
That each member of the ADAA be given a copy of the by-laws (ADDA 
by-laws). (Rejected.) 

New Jersey D. A. Assn.: 
That copies of the minutes of the meetings of the House of Delegates 
be made and sent to each state group with a minimum charge to 
cover the cost. This was rejected, inasmuch as a resume of the min- 
utes is published in the Journal of the ADAA. 

Oregon D. A. Assn..: 
That a mark of distinction be accepted to wear on the Dental Assist- 
ant's cap. This was referred to the Certification Committee. 
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Wisconsin D. A. Assn.: 
That the word, “white” be stricken from the ADAA requirements for 
membership, and leave it up to the discretion of each state society. 
Adopted. 

Rhode Island D. A. Soc.: 
That the ADAA clinics be presented on a competitive basis. Adopted, 
as provided in recommendation by the First Vice-President. 

Southern California D. A. Assn.: 
That the words, “white hose” in the description of the official uniform 
be changed to read, “not limited to white hose.'’ Rejected. 

From Ninth District Societies (excepting Salt Lake City D. A. Assn.): 
That the ADAA dues be raised to $3.00. Adopted. See report of By- 
Laws Committee. 


From the West Palm Beach D. A. Assn.:: 


That since the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund has that name it is 
suggested that instead of each society sending in a donation at the 
time of Juliette’s Birthday that each member of the ADAA be assessed 
$1 to be paid before Sept. 26 each year. In that way we believe more 
money would be collected and it would not be a strain on the society's 
treasury. Rejected. 


From Past President's Council 
1. That the ADAA establish a Central Office. Adopted by House of Dele- 
gates. 
2. That the necessary equipment be purchased for the Central Office. 
Adopted. 
3. That wherever the office is located it should be that any member could 
feel free to visit it at any time of the year. This idea should be encour- 


aged if we have a Central Office, it would create interest in the project. 
Adopted. 


From Scholarship Fund Committee 


That Regulation No. 6 of Scholarship Fund be amended by striking out 
the words, by 60 days previous to graduation,” and inserting the words, 
“immediately upon graduation so that regulation will read: All appli- 
cations together with the official transcript of credit must be in the 
hands of the committee immediately upon graduation. Adopted. 


From Editor's Report 
That $10.00 be offered by Journal Fund for an award for second largest num- 


ber of outside subscriptions sold by a State Association or a local so- 
ciety where no state exists. Adopted. 


Report of By-Laws Committee 
In the July-August Journal of the ADAA, Page 139, Notice of Amend- 
ments, as recommended by the By-Laws Committee, Provision was made 
tor the administration of ADAA funds in case of dissolution of the organiza- 
tion. Upon recommendation of the By-Laws Committee, the House of Dele- 
gates adopted a measure which provided that in case of such dissolution, 
all ADAA funds or property, after payment of any indebtedness, should

go into the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund. 

The By-Laws Committee also recommended that Article IX, Section 1, 
be amended by striking out "$2.00", so that section will read: The annual 
dues of the American Dental Assistants Association shall be $3.00, pay- 
able January 1, for the ensuing year. (This for the purpose of providing 
the much needed Central Office.) Adopted by the House of Delegates. 

The following recommendations from the Report of the Certification 
Committee were adopted. The next issue of the Dental Assistant will con- 
tain full information relative to the action taken by the House of Delegates, 
on Certification. 


REPORT OF THE CERTIFICATION COMMITTEE 


The 23rd House of Delegates Meeting voted that a new article be added 
to the By-Laws to provide for the Certification Board, the article to read: 


CERTIFICATION BOARD 


(a) There shall be a Certification Board of the American Dental Assistants 
Association, which shall function independently of the Board of Trustees. 

(b) The Certification Board shall be composed of five members of the Amer- 
ican Dental Assistants Association elected by the House of Delegates: 
The Education Committee Chairman, one member of the Past Presidents’ 
Council, one member of the Board of Trustees and two members-at-large. 
Members elected shall serve a term of two years provided at the first 
election two members shall be elected for a term of one year. No mem- 
ber of the Board shall serve for more than two terms, consecutive or 
otherwise. 

(c) There shall be a Chairman and Secretary, elected from and by said 
members of the Board. The duties of the Board shall be: to designate 
standards of study and qualifications for dental assistants, to provide 
and conduct examinations for the purpose of determing the qualifications 
of dental assistants, to make such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for the conduct of the previously mentioned examinations 
and for the issuance of a certificate of qualification to successful can- 
didates. 

The House of Delegates also voted to adopt the recommendation of 
the Certification Committee: That the extension study courses as outlined 
and presented to the 23rd House of Delegates by the Education Committee 
be used as the standard study course to prepare candidates for Certification 
Examination. 

The passing of the amendment which provided for $3.00 annual dues, 
which would make possible the Central Office; and the adoption of a defi- 
nite plan for Certification of Dental Assistants, were the fulfillment of proj- 
ects that have been worked on for several years. Plans for the Education 
and Certification of Dental Assistants have been developed and will be 
worked out by the organization itself. Surely a long step forward. 

On Wednesday morning a Conference of State Societies with the 
aa was held, with Steve Ann Montgomery, Third Vice-President, pre- 
siding. 

Mary Haney, Trustee of the 7th District discussed the possibilities for 
membership from small communities and independent membership. 

Evelyn Brett, Treasurer of the ADAA discussed the use of the ADAA 
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Extension Services, and Melva Russler, Chairman of the ADAA Education 
Committee discussed the Planned Study Courses for Local Societies. Melva 
has done an outstanding piece of work as Chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee and is presenting an outline of a Six Months Extension Study Course 
to local societies, in collaboration with the Certification Committee. Any 
Assistant participating in a course, as outlined, would be assured of 
passing an examination for certification. 

Helen Tisdal, Trustee of the 8th District, ADAA was the Discussion 
Leader at this Conference. 

Following the Conference of State Societies came the most important 
discussion of the 23rd Annual Meeting, the Certification Assembly. Katie 
McConnell, Chairman of the Certification Committee, ADAA, presided at 
this assembly and presented the revised plan of the Certification Commit- 
tee. She introduced a number of distinguished guests, members of the 
American Dental Association, who discussed various phases of this subject; 
she then called upon members of the House of Delegates for discussion; 
and introduced the plan of the Certification Committee, paragraph by para- 
graph. Finally the recommendations of the Certification Committee were 
brought to a vote and the plan was unanimously adopted by the House of 
Delegates, subject to any modifications that would be deemed necessary 
by the Certification Board. 

The Third Meeting of the House of Delegates was called to order on 
Wednesday afternoon. The revort of the Board of Trustees, including the 
Budget Report, was the first item of business... The Amendment to the 
Constitutional By-Laws, which provided that the dues be raised to $3.00, 
having been passed, the Budget Committee report was based on a $3.00 
membership and included the item of establishing and setting-up of a 
Central Office and providing an Executive Secretary in charge of this office. 
It also provided for the continuation of the Journal, which has been increased 
to a 40 page magazine, with .88c of the $3.00 going into the Journal Fund; 
other items of interest was the continuation of the Trustees Extension Fund 
and also $100.00 for Extension work for the President of the ADAA; and all 
other Committee expenses, printing, postage, travel, convention, savings 
and miscellaneous expenses. 

Following the report of the Credentials Committee the annual election 
of officers was held, with the following results: 

President—Sadie Hadley of Beverly, Massachusetts. First Vice-Presi- 
dent—Katie McConnell, Atlanta, Georgia. Second Vice-President—Steve 
Ann Montgomery, Dallas, Texas. Third Vice-President—Mary Haney, 
Omaha, Nebraska. General Secretary—Aileen Ferguson, Boston, Mass., 
and Treasurer—Evelyn Brett, Etna, Penn. Five new District Trustees were 
elected: Third District, Ann Whaling Wildman, Washington, D. C. Fourth 
District—Evelyn McVay, Miami, Florida. Fifth District—Thelma Finch, 
Nashville, Tennessee. Seventh District—Harriet Darling—Huron, South Da- 
kota and Ninth District—Madge Tingley, Portland, Oregon. Elected to 
Standing Committees, on recommendation of the Board of Trustees, were 
the following: the Judicial Committee, Alice Herrling, ‘49, Spokane, Wash- 
ington. Clinics and Exhibits—Rose Hoerberger, ‘49, Argyle, Wisconsin, and 
Edith Wilson, ‘49, Chicago, Illinois. Education Committee—Irene Vieille, 
‘49, Los Angeles, Cal., and Virginia Hoffman, ‘49, Pittsburgh, Penn. Legis- 
lation—Eleanor Marcou, ‘49, Detroit, Michigan, and Eleanora Kilanoski, 
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‘49, Kansas City, Kansas. Necrology Committee—Dorothy Paynter, ‘49, 
Detroit, Michigan and Elizabeth Forsythe, ‘49, Seattle, Washington. Budget 
Committee—Clara Smith, 48, Nashville, Tennessee; Ottie Helms, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama and Evelyn Brett, Etna, Penn. Members of the Certifi- 
cation Board—Helen Fitting, ‘49; Nelle Mitchell, ‘49; Ruth Rodgers, ‘49; 
Melva Russler, ‘48, and Helen Tisdal, ‘48. 


At the fourth and final meeting of the House of Delegates, on Thursday 
morning, August 7th the order of business was as follows: reading of resume 
of minutes and adoption. Reports of the following committees: Elections 
Committee; Conventions Arrangements Commiitee and the Board of Trus- 
tees. Unfinished and New Business: Introduction and presentation of gifts 
to the Clinicians by Iva Barker, Chairman of the Clinics and Exhibits Com- 
mittee. Presentation of President's Awards to member of Membership Com- 
mittee securing the most new members went to Esther Osborn, to the Pin 
Committee member selling the most pins, Ruth Wright and awards to Trus- 
tees for achievement, Helen Tisdal, Trustee of the 8th District and Ivy Dob- 
bie, Trustee of the 10th District. 


A.D.A.A. Trophies were awarded as follows: Membership increase, 
Ist, Wisconsin for 185% increase; 2nd, Grand Rapids for 133% increase; 
3rd, District of Columbia for 90% increase; 4th, Connecticut for 65% in- 
crease; 5th, Washington State . The Outside Subscription Trophy was 
awarded to Ohio State D. A. A. The Co-operation Trophy was awarded 
to Massachusetts D. A. A. with 2nd and 3rd awards going to Missouri and 
Iowa. Poster awards went to: Ist award, Maricopa County, Arizona, 
D. A. A.; 2nd, New Hampshire, D. A. A.; 3rd, Missouri D. A. A. and 4th, 
Pittsburgh D. A. A. The Public Relations Committee Awards of $10.00 each 
to the State and Local Society presenting the best educational programs 
went to the Wisconsin State D. A. A. and Shreveport, Louisiana, D. A. A. 
The Loyalty Trophy was awarded to Madge Tingley of Portland, Oregon 
for 28 years of service in the office of one dentist. Convention Attendance 
awards went to: lst, Texas for 30,944 miles traveled to the annual meeting; 
2nd to Florida State D. A. A. and 3rd to Northern California D. A. A. The 
coveted achievement trophy was awarded to Melva Russler of St. Louis, 
Missouri for her super-excellent work as Chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee. Ottie Helms, Trustee of the 4th District; Mary Haney, Trustee of 
the 7th District and Helen Petersen, Trustee of the 9th District, all of whom 
had served their districts for three years, were presented Trustees’ tokens 
as retiring Trustees. 

At a beautiful candlelight service, conducted by Marie Shaw, conduct- 
ating officer, and Lucile Black as installing officer, with Helen Fitting, hon- 
orary member of the ADAA seated at the table of Friendship the newly 
elected officers were installed to serve the 1947-48 terms of office. Sadie 
Hadley, the new President was presented with the British D. A. Member- 
ship Pin. Immediate Past-President Margaret Sharp was presented with 
the Past-Presidents’ Pin, Trophy and Certificate. 

The 23rd Annual Meeting was then adjourned to meet at the call of 
the President in 1948. 

At the final meeting of the old and new Board of Trustees, following the 


adjournment of the 1947 House of Delegates the following items will be of 
interest: 
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Helen Petersen of Los Angeles, California was named Chairman of the 
1947-48 membership Committee; Sadie Hadley, President of the ADAA was 
named as our representative to the meeting of the Ontario Dental Nurses 
and Assistants Association. The matter of setting up the Central Office 
was left to a committee composed of Margaret Sharp, Aileen Ferguson, 
Helen Fitting, chairman, and Sadie Hadley, member ex-officio. Evelyn 
Brett, chairman, Steve Ann Montgomery and Sadie Hadley were named 
to serve on the J. A. S. Scholarship Fund Committee. The 1948 annual 
meeting will probably be held in Chicago.

REPORT OF THE JULIETTE A. SOUTHARD RELIEF FUND COMMITTEE 

The members of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund Committee, Robina 
McMurdo, Ottie Helms, and Evelyn Brett, have instructed me to make the 
following report and recommendations: 

To date we have had no requests for aid. 

There are nine hundred ($900.00) dollars in the Revolving Fund avail- 
able for relief purposes if and when the necessity arises. 

Contributions to the Fund from September Ist, 1946 to July Ist, 1947 are 
seven hundred forty dollars and thirty-five cents ($740.35), interest accrued 
on deposit is seventeen dollars and nine cents ($17.09), total receipts for the 
current year seven hundred fifty-seven dollars and forty-four cents ($757.44). 
This added to the 1946 balance of one thousand four hundred seventy-four 
and four cents ($1,474.04), gives us a balance of two thousand two hundred 
thirty-one dollars and forty-eight cents ($2,231.48). 

A complete summary of the contributions by States and a break-down 
of the receipts, expenditures, and the amounts in the various funds are at- 
tached to this report. 

The committee recommends: 

THAT the sum of one hundred ($100.00) dollars be transferred from the 
General Fund to the Revolving Fund. 

THAT the sum of three hundred seventy-five ($375.00) dollars be invest- 
ed in a Government Bond. 

THAT rule No. 8 be amended by substituting ‘it must then be approved 
by the President and General Secretary of the American Dental Assistants 
Association” for “it is then forwarded to the Secretary of the American 
Dental Assistants Association for the sanction of the Board of Trustees.” 
So that it will read:.'’8. When the application is accepted by the Juliette A. 
Southard Relief Fund Committee, it must then be approved by the President 
and General Secretary of the American Dental Assistants Association.” 

THAT the summary of contributions by States be published in the 
Journal of the American Dental Assistants Association. 

THAT the Rules and Regulations of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund 
be brought up to date and printed in pamphlet form so that they may be 
distributed with other A. D. A. A. literature at the various State and other 
meetings where the A. D. A. A. is represented, and that a copy of the re- 
vised Rules and Regulations be sent to all affiliated societies for their files.

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THE EVOLUTION OF THE DENTAL ASSISTANT 


By C. Raymond Wells, D.D.S., Sc. D., FICD., FACD.

Dental assisting is one of the noble professions for women. It is amaz- 
ing how the art of dental assisting has quietly, unspectacularly, and con- 
sistently developed during the past 30 years until now I should say it has 
reached a professional status despite the lack of any requirement of formal 
education. This is a great tribute to the women who selected this work 
as a career and who by grace, poise, feminine charm and efficiency de- 
veloped a new field for women—and a most essential service for dentists. 

I shall not dwell on the need for dental assistants in dental offices, 
clinics and hospitals because all of you have listened to or read in your 
esteemed Journal accounts attesting to this. Neither do I propose to out- 
line methods of procedure or office duties, or how to answer the telephone 
—again over the years you have had all these given to you from the plat- 
form and through the media of your press. What I do want to tell you is 
how you have grown in importance and to give you my thoughts as to 
where you seem to be going the next 30 years. 

The sound foundation of a national organization with local and state 
constituent societies so ably organized originally by your founder, Juliette 
Southard who it was my privilege to know 20 years ago. The vision that 
she had and her sense of duty to her fellow assistants was the real start 
to elevate the status of dental assisting. Then the advent of your Journal, 
your cap, and your pin—all identify you as members of a worthwhile group. 

While these do not make dental assistants they are, however, inspira- 
tional and badges of distinction for hard working people. 

From just a maid service, as it were, to that of a skilled receptionist, a 
secretary, a laboratory technician, a good home maker, a comfort to the 
suffering, and a joy to child patients—all in so short a space is indeed 
inspiring to me. 

Your meetings all over the country, biweekly in some places, monthly 
in others, and annually, for the purpose of fellowship, exchange of knowl- 
edge, development of ideas, and the elevation of your profession bespeaks 
favorably of serious, conscientious people ever seeking the truth and to 
learn better ways to serve the dentist and the patient. 

Your training in the past, and still so in most places, has been of the 
preceptor type where the dentist or another assistant give so called ‘on the 
job training.” This is the usual practice of learning a trade in industry. 
Its greatest weakness is the lack of time for it on the part of both the dent- 
ist and the assistant receiving the instruction. However, for many years 
dentists received their training this way—prior to the requirement of formal 
education: elementary, high school and college. However, many good 
dentists and good dental assistants have been developed by the preceptor 
system. 

The next step in the training of dental assistants came in the form of 
proprietary dental assistant schools, ranging in courses of study and at- 
tendance of from one to three months. These courses were a help—espe- 
cially in aptitude testing. The graduate at least secured an interest in 
dental assisting and in dental nomenclature. However, this proved to be 
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meager in education and training, yet many such schools are still op- 
erating. 

The next step is vocational training in high schools in some of our 
larger cities. To date this method of training offers much as does any 
full high school course: academic, technical, commercial or vocations. 
Basic high school courses are given during the first two years and the last 
two offer a composite of academic, technical, commercial and vocational 
with emphasis on the vocational. For the present Vocational High School 
Courses in Dental Assisting are worthwhile.’ The student absorbs some 
of the cultural so necessary when working with cultured and educated 
people, and when dealing with patients of an equal or even higher level. 

However, the dental assistants are going to a higher educational level! 
They are now stressing basic high school graduation and a good course on 
dental assisting at college level. This to me seems the ultimate goal. I 
favor this plan. It enables the student to be educated in the rudiments of 
dental and biological science, cultural subjects, psychology, social science, 
economics and business administration. 

The dental assistant of tomorrow will be a much more cultured and 
better educated person than those of 30 years ago. She will proudly pro- 
claim by her conversation and conduct that she is an educated person, 
on a par with at least—middle class people. You will agree, I am sure, 
that this is necessary in the modern dental office with the present educa- 
tional requirements of the dentist himself before he can enter the ranks of 
the dental profession. You want to be on a par with the nurse and the 
teacher and other professional women. 

I am delighted to learn that your president and leaders are stressing 
higher educational requirements for dental assistants and that contacts are 
being made with universities and with the support of dental societies. 

Already many college graduates are applying to dentists for positions 
as dental assistants, even though these graduates have never had any 
training in the field of dental assisting. The increased education of the 
dentist, the patient and the interesting environment of a dental office and 
clinic and the basic desire to serve humanity makes dental office assisting 
an attractive profession. So go forth to fields of progress in your chosen 
field. Monetary reward and satisfactory and pleasant employment awaits 
you tomorrow. Increased educational requirements will attract more women 
to the field instead of less—as some believe. 1 predict that salary levels 
and office bonuses will come proportionately with increased educational 
requirements and better trained assistants. And, incidentally, more pa- 
tients will seek dental care when they know that they will be served by a 
competent team of dentist and better educated dental assistant. 

Thus the evolution of the dental assistant from menial labor to true 
professional status. 

Continue your plans for better educated and trained dental assistants 
to better enable you to serve humanity.

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GRADUATE TRAINING FOR ORAL SURGERY

The brief discussion of the subject assigned to me may be willingly 
accepted and useful if I may attempt to interpret this highly specialized 
field of surgery. 

Recently an American Board of Oral Surgery has been formed, with 
the ultimate aim of qualifying practitioners in this field of practice. The 
men so fitted must be educated and trained to meet the rigid requirements 
of their chosen profession and to confine their work exclusively to Oral 
Surgery. 

Following their undergraduate training in a dental or medical school, 
or both, the future surgeon must elect to prepare himself for graduate train- 
ing This graduate preparation may be best brought about by serving a 
year or more as a Dental Intern or Resident in a general hospital, which has 
recognized general surgical and medical services, with their specialties, 
and this of course includes Oral Surgery. 

Before one is accepted for such an appointment his aptitude for surg- 
ery should be proven. He must be willing to make sacrifices for a long 
period of time, before he offers his qualifications for acceptance in this field. 

At this time I will give you an accepted definition of Oral Surgery and 
the many ramifications of the subject that must be understood and corre- 
lated before putting it into practice. ‘Diagnose, treat or operate upon any 
disease, injury, malformation or deficiency of the human jaws or asso- 
ciated structures.’ This definition is a broad one and I must also include 
a sensitive conscience and the following of the “Golden Rule." 

This field of endeavor does not permit the encroachment upon the 
other specialties of surgery and medicine, such as the nose and throat 
practitioner, the opthomologist, the dermatologist and the neuro-surgeon. 
In graduate training these fields of practice should be understood but only 
as they refer to becoming a proficient diagnostician. 

The first word in the above definition of Oral Surgery is “Diagnose” 
and well may we concede that one must be efficient in recognizing dis- 
ease by its symptoms, if he is to practice this phase of the healing art. One 
can become a diagnostician by a theoretical route but must have repeated 
practical training to master the art. When one has the slightest doubt in 
his diagnostic ability, admit it and request a consultation. I am sure we 
all agree that two or more heads are better than one. 

This brings us to the part of our subject that makes graduate training 
a necessity. We often need, and must recognize the need of assistance, 
when attempting to diagnose a certain problem. In any given case we 
may be dealing with an acute, sub-acute or chronic condition. In the acute 
or sub-acute stage of infection there are many blood changes that do occur 
and one must be prepared to interpret the blood dyscrasias that may be 
evident. In the chronic cases and not infrequently in the earlier stages, 
changes in the leukocyte and erthrocyte counts are alarmingly obvious. 
Analysis of the urine, biopsy of tissue, smears for culture study, and X-ray 
interpretation are some of the important aids that must be correlated in 
making a preoperative diagnosis. The graduate student must review and 
enhance his knowledge in these fields and although time will not permit 
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him to carry out many of these procedures, he must qualify himself to rec- 
ognize the need of these adjuncts in making a diagnosis and a willingness 
to request co-operation of his confreres who are qualified to carry out the 
required procedures. 


For illustration, the following cases bear out the above contention: 

A male patient fifty-two years of age, was seen who's principal com- 
plaint had been a recurrent pain in the left maxillar. The pain radiated to 
the left supra-frontal area and had been increasingly evident for several 
months. He had lost several maxillary premolar and molar teeth but did 
have a left second molar in normal position. He contacted his dentist, who 
X-rayed this tooth considering it a potential source of the patient's trouble. 
The X-ray pictured a vital molar but just anterior to it a radio-luscent for- 
eign body was noted. The object was about a quarter of an inch in diame- 
ter and appeared to be high in the alveolar process of the first molar area. 
A consultation was requested and after reviewing the X-rays the apparent 
foreign body was thought to be a lead bullet. On questioning the patient 
he remembered that as a boy at the age of ten, forty-two years ago, a play- 
mate on a dare, placed an air rifle, at the back of his neck and fired it. He 
states that he doesn't remember suffering sufficiently to warrant his parents 
calling a doctor. He apparently made an uneventful recovery but did 
state that he had a small lump on his neck for years, and pointed to a 
spot directly under the base of the skull and fortunately to the side of the 
spinal column. Posterior, anterior and lateral X-rays of the skull were 
made and the foreign body was evident in approximately its original lo- 
cation. It still appeared to be imbedded in bone structure and in some 
views was seen to be in the floor of the left maxillary antrum. A final pic- 
ture showed its true location in the soft tissues directly under the malar 
bone. The foreign body was removed and did prove to be a lead bullet. 
To date the prognosis has been excellent. The original complaint has not 
recurred. 


To me the subject and objective symptoms, and the past history in this 
case were important. Teeth had been removed in this area, but no X-rays 
taken. When discomfort, over a period of time, on the left side of the face 
caused him to visit his present dentist, an X-ray was taken and the foreign 
body discovered. It looked like a bullet, but how could a person have a 
bullet in his maxilla without a past history of an accident? Finally the 
patient recalled the incident of being shot in the back of the neck when he 
was ten years old, forty-two years ago. How the bullet lodged itself in its 
present position is a difficult question to answer, as it seems miraculous 
that it missed so many vital structures. 


The second illustration of the necessity for correlating preoperative 
facts was a young married woman who chief complaint was persistent 
fatigue coinciding with a chronic left maxillary sinusitis. Four years pre- 
vious to her appointment she stated that a dentist had difficulty in removing 
a superior left first molar and admitted that he had perforated the floor of 
the maxillary sinus. The wound finally closed but the patient had had per- 
sistent post-nasal drip and during acute upper respiratory infections had 
a purulent nasal discharge from the left side. Nose and throat consultants 
had treated her from time to time but apparently did not elect to operate. 
The patient lost weight and became generally debilitated. Transillumina- 
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tion and X-rays verified a chronic left maxillary antrum and so recorded as 
a preoperative diagnosis. A complete physical check-up was carried out 
after the patient was hospitalized. In spite of the patient's symptoms, gen- 
eral physical findings were essentially negative. The blocd picture, how- 
ever, was alarming, showing a leukocyte count of 2,000 as contrasted with 
a normal one of 7,500. The serologist after rechecking his count several 
times made a diagnosis of leucopemia and specific and supportive care 
was instituted. The patient was unable to tolerate injections of Pentnucleo- 
tide to stimulate the bone marrow to produce leukocytes. We had no choice 
but to operate on the sinus at once. Eliminating a serious area of infec- 
tion, the patierit gradually showed improvement and at the end of ten days 
the leukocyte count was approaching normal and at the end of three weeks 
was back to 6,000. The patient made a normal recovery. 

It is apparent that an early consultation and thorough physical study 
would have prompted an early operation on the sinus. The blood picture 
would have been recognized in time to have prevented her serious physi- 
cal breakdown. 


Following the making of a preoperative diagnosis the practitioner may 
refer a given case for operation but assuming he elects to carry the case 
through, his training in surgery should include graduate study in surgical 
anatomy and pathology, with special reference to his field of work. Finally 
he should be technically, physically and nervously equipped to perform 
deft and speedy surgery. The surgeon should be prepared to meet the 
surgical-medial emergencies as they arise but as previously stated, if in 
doubt—consult. 


Perhaps one of the most essential phases of graduate training is to 
have the ability to prognosticate. The end result of surgery is to be able 
to record, that the patient is showing an excellent prognosis. To antici- 
pate such a happy ending requires a great deal of experience and a repe- 
tition of diversified cases. Proper graduate training under proper super- 
vision is necessary if one is to become a proficient diagnostician, operator 
and prognosticator in the field of Oral Surgery. 

I trust this long foreward has been helpful to you in understanding the 
highly specialized field of Oral Surgery but, what has all this to do with 
our associates and assistants, and, in this very particular case, with the 
dental assistant? 


I am convinced that our assistants must be another pair of hands if 
we are to be clinically successful. Those hands must be trained as effi- 
ciently as the operators and although at times they must react to the direc- 
tions of the operator, they. more frequently should be guided by the knowl- 
edge and alert mental reaction of their own minds. 

If we analyze this statement we must agree that the assistant should 
have graduate training in the field of Oral Surgery, with special reference 
to the clinical side. Her undergraduate training should include the funda- 
mentals of surgery and naturally would include practical anatomy of this 
special surgical field. Her nomenclature must include surgical pathology, 
histo-pathology, bacteriology, physiology and pathology, with a clear un- 
derstanding of these subjects. The graduate training of the assistant can 
be enhanced by advanced reading in these fields and the practical appli- 
cation of theory to surgical problems as they arise. 
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There are two methods of graduate training at the present time and 
although one may be selected exclusively of the other, a combination of 
the two is most ideal. A young woman who has elected to work in the 
surgical field, should upon graduation from her school serve at least a 
year in a general hospital or similar institution in the oral surgical depart- 
ment. This training would make it possible for her to acquire graduate 
training in the many phases of her chosen field of work. This can be illus- 
trated by a case at hand. A recent graduate of the Boston School for 
Dental Assistants volunteered for Army service during the war. During her 
period of service she became intensely interested in Oral Surgery and after 
showing her aptitude was immediately assigned to assisting in the surgical 
clinics. At the completion of her service she was accepted in a general 
hospital as a dental nurse. She was assigned to the out-patient and house 
oral surgical services. A course of graduate lectures and study were laid 
out for her. The first assignment was to the operating floor of the hospital 
under the direction of the supervisor. Here the young lady was trained in 
asepsis, sterilization, surgical passing and operating room esprit de corps. 
Coinciding with this training she was assigned to the department of anes- 
thesia. Through the nurses training school office a course in chart read- 
ing and bedside care was given. At the end of the year the dental assist- 
ant acquired a standing equivalent to the graduate nurse, trained in a 
similar manner. This type of graduate training has made this young 
woman a valuable asset in any oral surgeon's practice. I have previously 
mentioned that there were two methods of graduate training. The second 
would be a preceptorship in any oral surgeon's office. The trainee could 
obtain a graduate training by this method, providing the operator had the 
time and patience to give the instruction. The combination of the two 
methods of training would be ideal but, personally, I would prefer the 
hospital-trained woman. 

Oral surgery should be treated with the same dignity as general surg- 
ery, and although many oral surgery cases are not hospitalized, the knowl- 
edge of the necessity for competent physical check-up, the knowledge of 
the need of efficient asepsis and sterilization, and the knowledge of surgi- 
cal technique, makes any such trained dental assistant invaluable to the 
practitioner for whom she works. 

HELPING YOU TO REMEMBER 

Just to remind our societies of the Juliette A. Southard Birthday Party

FROM HELPFUL HINTS CLINIC AT BOSTON 


Excellent, inexpjensive boxing strips can be made by dipping gauze 
bandage in melted base plate wax and allowing it to cool. 

A notched wooden spool to use as a vibrator, to use for pouring im- 
pressions. Slip spool on lathe and run at moderate speed. 

Inlay wax sticks may be made from small pieces of inlay wax. Melt 
wax, remove corks from empty carpule, lubricate inside of carpule, pour in 
the melted wax and when hard force out with instrument handle.

Suggestions 

The stems of many flowers look beautiful through glass containers. 

The flowers’ own foliage enhance their loveliness. 

Long stemmed flowers are pretty in tall vases or in conventional ar- 
rangements in shallow bowls (in needlepoint) holders). 

Small flowers in little pitchers make dainty arrangements. 

Rose bowls or covered glass containers are pretty and keep. flowers 
tresh longer. 

Dahlias, roses, chrysanthemums, etc., are good to float in rose bowls 
or shallow bowls; figurines add interest to the latter. 


Always be kind to the flowers . . . keep them fresh as long as possible 
and show each individual off to its own best advantage. 

Monday morning—long spikes of gladiolus in tall vase. 

Tuesday morning—fresh water, all dead flowers removed, stems cut off 
a little. 

Wednesday morning—three best long spikes (all dead blossoms removed) 
stuck in needlepoint in shallow bowls, blossoms from other spikes clus- 
tered at bottom. 

Thursday morning—long stemmed roses in tail vase. 

Friday morning—fresh water, cut stems short, put in low bowl. 

Saturday morning—select freshest ones (2 or 3) float in rose bowl.
